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Town Crews Still 
Battle To Clear 


STORMS. COST TOWN F 

OVER $10,000 | 

- Snow - cléar-ng opatations! 
due to the three heavy storms 
‘that struck here in 11 days: 
from December 23 to January 
2 will cost the town more 
than $10,000. Supt. Edward 
R. Lawson of the _ Public 
Works department had an 
$8000 pay roll for snow clear- 
ing up to midnight Friday, 
January 2, and estimates that 
this week's figure will be 
close to $2000. However, that 
does not tell the whole story 
as the department will be 
busy with the present accumu- 
lations for another two weeks 
which will cost another tidy 
sum for men and equipment. | 


The town’s third heavy snow- | 
fall in 11 days blustered into this | 
area last Friday, piled up 10 mere 
inches of snow.on the previous 33- 
inch accumulations, and disrupted 
transportation services, but swept 
out to sea without causing any | 
serious damage here. | 

The heavy snow stuck to wind- 
shields and made driving con‘i- 
tions as hazardous as at any time 
during the season. The snow also 
clung to trees and wires, end al- 
though many sections in the Hast 
had essential communications and 
electrical services stopped or cur- 
tailed by falling limbs and wires, 
the only such damage locally was 
the falling of a heavy duty wre 
at the corner of Elm and M71 
streets. The Lawrence Gas ed 
Electric company crews had t:s 
repaired in a few hours. 

Snow accumulations so far aro 
reaching early-season record pro- 
portions. Essex Company records 
give 14 inches for the storm of 
December 23, 19 inches for De- 
cember 26, and 10 inches for 
JTannary 2, a total of 43 inches. 

This total was increased by an- 
other five inches or more with a 
storm that started Tuesday night 
and continued Wednesday morn- 
ing, necessitating the sounding of 
the “‘No School” signal. 

Snow-fighting forces, battling 
with the first two snowfalls, were 
taxed to the utmost to keep high- 
ways open to traffic as the third 
storm increased in intensity. 

All available men and equip- 
ment of the Public Works depart- 
ment had been working long 
hours since the arrival of the first 
storm, with the many operations 
of plowing, widening, sanding, 
Salting and clearing sidewalks, so 
that when last Friday’s north- 
easter hit here with another 10-, 
inch cover, all of the work had to

School Board May 
Adjust Bus Service 


The regular meeting of the school 
committee was held Tuesday eve- 
oing with all members present ex- 
cept Mrs. Dorothy Partridge, who 
is ill. 

Arthur Gilman of Elm street ap- 
peared before the board in behalf of 
a number of children who live in 
the vicinity of Elm street, near the 
town line, but within the limits al- 
lowed for transportation, request- 
ing that on account of the present 
conditions of streets due to the 
heavy snow, they be allowed to 
ride on the school bus. The matter 
was referred to Supt. Kenneth L. 
Sherman to make whatever adjust- 
ments he deems necessary for win- 
ter months. 

The resignation of Mrs. Jeannette 
Hogan, secretary to Principal Eu- 
gene V. Lovely, was received and 
accepted. To succeed her, Miss 
Bileen Flynn was appointed. The 
salary is $1,200 annually. 

A heating engineer representing 
the Cross Coal company discussed 
the proposed changeover from 
coal to oil, in the heating system 
of the Shawsheen school. The com- 
mittee has this project under con- 
sideration for the purpose of saving 
manpower. 

At a previous meeting an en- 
gineer of the General Electric com- 
pany representing the Andover Coal 
company, presented a plan which 
would mean a complete change- 
over with new automatic boilers at 
a cost of $8000 to $8500. 

The plan suggested by the speak- 
er Tuesday night called for the in- 
stallation of oil burners in the 
present boilers at a cost of $4800 
to $5000. The matter was referred 
to a special meeting to be held 
January 20. 

Supt. Sherman pointed out that 
the town is now receiving refunds 
from the state which are higher 
than ever before. The refund for 
1947 amounted to $13,446.60, which 
has been received regularly for 
some time, and in addition is to re- 
ceive $2,380.05 as a special trans- 
portation refund. 

The committee also adopted a 
special article for the town war- 
rant to see if the town wilk vote to 
authorize the school committee to 
continue to maintain state aided vo- 
cational education in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 74, 
General Laws and Acts amenda- 
tory thereto, or dependent there- 
on, and further raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $900 therefor.

_|Supply For ‘Town 


Numerous itquihiee have . . been 
reaching Milk Inspector Robert A. 
Walsh’ recently concerning the milk 
supplies coming into town. So many 
persons have shown such deep con- 
cern in the matter that Inspector 
Waish feels that others, too, may 
be interested, and in order to clear 
up any misunderstanding that may 
exist on the subject, has taken the 
most pertinent questions and has 
answered them, as follows: 


What is the status of milk supplies 
in Andover? 
In general our milk supplies. 
are A-No.-1. We are fortunate 
in our town, and also in sur- 
rounding areas, in having milk 
producers and distributors of 
high standards. 
Are all of our milk supplies from 
loca] areas? 
All of our milk supplies come 
from the New England area. 
Occasionally, however, supplies 
have to be brought in from 
oOiher areas. This was true dur- 
ing the sho:t:ve in milk sup- 
plies that existed during the 
month of November. Some of 
our larger producers had to 
supplement their supplies with 
milk from Wisconsin. This 
western milk was high-grade 
and we were fortunate that 
this supply was available. It 
undoubtedly prevented a con- 
sumer milk-supply shortage. 
Do we estimate bacterial counts of 
our milk supplies? 
Not as yet, but we anticipate 
carrying <ut these determina- 
tions shortly after the first of 
the year.

The collections in 1947 totalling 
$650,865.20 were the largest in the 
history of the town, according to 
figures prepared by Collector of 
Taxes James P. Christie which 
show an exceptionally fine tax col-

Out of the 1947 commitment of 
$626,019 which includes poll, per- 
sonal and real estate, a total of 
$586,900 was collected by Decem- 
ber 31. 

The motor vehicle commitment 
doubled in 1947 over the preceding 
year, the amount being $34,251. Of 
this total a little less than four per- 
cent, or $1334, remained uncollect- 
ed by the end of 1947.
